The Senate m et in 
r e g u l a r session 
at 10 
a . 
m., President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called ; 
quorum present. 
Minutes of last m eeting rend aud 
approved 
The Committee on Mines and Mining reported 
bills as follows : S. B. 81, passage recommended ; 
S. B. 26. recommended th at the author have leave 
to withdraw the 9ame ; S. B. 10, passage recom ­ 
mended. 
The Committee on City and Town Governments 
reported hills as follows : 
S. B. 6, do not pass ; 8. 
B. 143, do not pass. 
The Committee on Public Morals r -commended 
the passage of S. C. It. S. 
A message from the Governor, transm itting the 
annual reports o! the F»sh Commissioners and Trus­ 
tees of the State Burial Grounds, was read by the 
Secretary. 
A. Bs. 47, 23 and 12 were received from the As­ 
sembly and read for the first time. 
The*Committee on Flections reported bills as fol­ 
lows : S. Bs. 107 and 108, indefinitely postponed ; 
S. B. 144, do not pass. 
The committee also recom­ 
mended th at the resolution introduced January 4th, 
relating to the payment of Jam es Byrnes in the 
contesting of h Í3 election, be adapted. 
Mr. Z ick moved th at the Byrnes m atter be re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Contingent Expenses 
under Rule T9. 
Mr. J ohnson moved as an am endm ent th at the 
committee be instructed to report the m atter day 
alter to-morrow. 
The am endm ent was accepted, and the motion 
was carried. 
Mr. E nos wanted his resolution relative to the 
paym ent of Finder, n the Pinder-Trayior contest, 
referred to the Committee on Contingent Expenses. 
After some discussion, Mr. E n o s moved th at the 
Committee on Elections he instructed to report the 
Finder m atter to the Senate to-morrow. 
Following further debate, Mr. 
Chenky asked 
permission to report for the Committee on Elections 
us follows : The resolution for the piym ent of the 
expenses of Mr. Finder in contesting the seat of 
Senator Traylor, was taken up before the committee 
and passed for future discu>si'*n. 
The motion of Mr. Enos prevailed. 
The following bills and resolutions were intro­ 
duced : 
By Mr. Brown—To repeal an Act to amend Sec­ 
tion 1590 of the Penal Code, approved March 29, 
1878.

and whereas, said treaty provides, among other 
things, that the Chinese now in this country and all 
others th a trik y be allowed to come here for anv 
purpose, are a d shall be entitled t o |all the privi 
leges,immunities and exem ptions as im v he enjoyed 
by the citizctiM>r subjects of the most favored na 
tions, thus conferring upon them the rights of natu­ 
ralization and citizenship; and whereas, the said 
treaty further provides th at it shall not he compe­ 
tent for the Government of the United States to 
prohibit th e immigration of the laboring classes of 
said empire to this country ; therefore 
Resolved by the Senate of the State of California, 
the Assembly concurring, That we are unalterably 
opposed to the ratification of said provisions of said 
treaty, aud that we respectfully urge and demand, 
as we are m ost to be effected* by said provisions, 
such amendments to said treaty as shall positively 
prohibit the naturalization in this country of any 
subject or native of the Chinese Empire, and as 
shall emfiower this Government to prohibit entirely 
the imm igration to this com try of any of the 
coolie or laboring classes of China. 
Resol veil, Ti.at our Senators in Congress are 
hereby instructed, and our Representatives arc re­ 
quested, to use all means within th eir power to 
carry out the wishes of the people of the State as 
herein expressed. 
Resolved, That the Governor of this State be an 1 
is hereby requested to transm it bv telegraph these 
resolutions to our said Senators and Representatives. 
A motion by Mr. S a t t k r w iiit k th at the rules be 
suspendíd, and th at the resolution be read a second 
and third time and placed upon its passage, was 
carried. 
On the second reading of the resolutions Mr. 
S e a r s moved that they be referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Federal Relations, in order th at due time 
m ight be had bv the Senate for their examination 
and the comparison of tbe am endm ents in question 
with the portions of the Burlingame treaty by them 
intended to be superceded. 
Mr. S e a r s quoted an 
editorial from the San Francisco Post in substantia­ 
tion of his argum ent. 
Mr. J ohnson didn’t wisli any hair-splitting. 
As 
far as he was concerned, he wanted to vote for a 
resolution th at would express the voice of Califor­ 
nia, and neither himself nor the people of California 
wanted any treaty with China th at perm itted the 
Chinese to come to the State. 
Ho believed th at 
any Chinaman coming here under tbe peculiar con­ 
struction of our naturalization laws would be natural­ 
ized. And the treaty under discussion, no m atter 
bv whom made should be repudiated, and the peo­ 
ple should refuse to recognize the right at any time, 
or under any circumstances, for the Chinese to come 
to California and compete w ith her jieople here. He 
believed it could be done, and ought to be done, and 
he was willing now, a« at the last session, to vote for 
any bill or resolution which looked in ihe slightest 
degree to*.v.rda ridding California of this Chinese 
curse. 
He was not in favor of attem pting to discuss 
constitutional m atters, or trying to construe the 
trea > or resolutions. 
lie was in favor of passing 
them ju st as they ame in. and sending them for­ 
ward. 
If they did not happen to accomplish the 
object desired, pass others and tend them forward 
to correct them , and the more they sent the stronger 
they would make ¡hem, and the better the people 
of the State would like it. 
Mr. D a v is didn’t think the motion of the Senator 
from Marin was in order. 
The m atter which tiie 
Senator had read to the Senate was simply the 
opinion of the gentlem an who wrote the editorial 
for the Post. The provision of the treaty towards 
which th e res lutions were directed was in the second 
article, which reads as follows : 
“ Chinese subjects 
when proceeding to the United States as traders, 
students, m erchants, or from curiosity, together 
with their body and household servants, and Chinese 
laborers who are now in the Uuited States, sh- II be 
allowed to go and come of their own free will and 
accord, and shall be accorded all the rights, privi­ 
leges, im m unities and exemptions which are accorded 
the citizens and subjects of th • most favored na­ 
tions.” The speaker didn’t care what the provisions 
of the other treaty were. That was the last treaty, 
the last expression of agreem ent between the two 
governm ents with respect to this m atter, and he 
took it th at it wou'd be the law of the case. 
If th at provision did not confer the privilege 
on those people to become naturalized ns subjects of 
this country, then he did not understand the En­ 
glish language. 
It was the general opinion at the 
E ist and on this coast, so far as he could get the ex­ 
pression of opinion, th at it did confer the right of 
naturalization upon the Chinese who are here, and 
it did prohibit the Chinese Government from saying 
that no more laborers should come to the country 
from China. 
T hat was the wav it seemed to him, 
but it was possible th at they m ight be m istaken in 
th at view. 
That, however, was very improbable. 
But suppose they were m istaken, the resolutions 
would do no harm , and as long as there was a ques­ 
tion of doubt and the probability in favor of the 
resolution, they ought to be allowed to do their 
work and have their influence. 
This question was 
before the United States Senate now for ratifica­ 
tion, 
and 
discussion 
upon 
these 
provisions 
of that treaty 
m ight 
come 
up 
any 
time, 
anil the ratification or rejection of the treaty, or 
the pr«q»osition of am endm ent to it would follow 
goon. 
If the California Legislature was to hate any 
voice in this m atter, if its influence was to be felt 
upon this question, which was of so much im port­ 
ance to our State, it seemed to him it was absolutely 
necessary to take immediate action, and that their 
ideas upon this subject be given to California’s rep­ 
resentatives there, and be subm itted to the Sen to 
of the United M ates as soon as possible. 
The 
speaker therefore hoped that the resolutions would 
be immediately passed and transm itted to the As­ 
sembly. 
Mr. Ciiasf. was opposed to hasty action, for which 
the Senate was net prepared. 
He had hastily read 
the treaty, and to him it seemed to be an improve­ 
m ent upon the Burlingame treaty, at least in the 
aggregate. 
He had not discovered th at it 1 ad con­ 
ferred anv advantages on the Chinese nation or sub­ 
jects of that nation which they did no now posit83 
under the Burlingame treaty. 
Mr. C i ie x e y said there was a certain hum anitarian 
or bigoted element in the East th at hail always been 
opposed to California on the Chinese question. 
He 
thought if such a resolution were passed w ithout 
due deliberation and careful exam ination, they 
would be but giving proof to the charges made in 
the Ea^t relative to the 
unthinking prejudice 
against Chinese existing in California. 
He did not 
know w hether Senator Davis had intended to con­ 
vey the idea th at the new treaty had left out the 
words in the old treaty th at nothing in it should 
be construed to allow naturalization. 
If it did, it 
had been done with deliberation. 
The speaker was 
anti-Chinese, and opposed to Chinese immigration, 
but at the same tune lie thought th at when Califor­ 
nia took hasty and faulty action upou such a ques­ 
tion as this, it brought upon her a ju st reproof from 
her Eastern fnends, and the only m anner in which 
she could hope to gain favor from the East was to 
treat th at m atter like sensible and reasonable beings. 
Mr. Conoer preferred the new treaty to the old, 
because it gave full power to Congress’ to legislate 
on the Chinese question. 
He was in favor of re­ 
ferring the resolutions to the com m ittee and thor­ 
oughly investigating the subject before taking final 
action. 
Mr. H il l also advocated the proposition of refer­ 
ring the resolutions to the committee. 
By so doing 
they w ould save time. Hasty action upon so serious 
a subject would not, in bis opini »n, he advisable. 
Mr. J o h n s o n wished they would lake action upon 
the resolutions immediately. He believed that, now 
th at the resolutions had been introduced, they 
would be telegraphed to the East and all over this 
Coast, and th at if the Senate did not aoopt them, 
b u t referred them to a committee, in his judgm ent 
it would go far toward breaking the force of the res­ 
olutions, they having been in t oduced. 
There btiug 
now simply a technical objection to them , as he 
understood it, they ought not to be recommitted, 
but ought to he passed in order th at their ful’, force 
and effect may not be broken at all. This was not 
a new treaty, but simp y a modification of the Bui- 
lingame treaty, and it said so in the treaty. 
So 
far as regards the question of naturalization, he be­ 
lieved in taking f-c*s rather than theories. 
The 
facts existed that Chiucse had been naturalized with 
the Burlingame treaty and the naturalization laws 
th at the Senator spoke of. They had been natural­ 
ized. They did vote at present. 
That disposed of 
all theory as to w hether they could or could not be 
uatu rali zed. 
Mr. C o n o e r asked if the case had ever been de­ 
cided iu the United States Supreme Court. 
Mr. J o h n s o n replied th at it had not. but th at 
United States Courts, as well as other Courts, hail 
naturalized Chinese, and they were allowed to vote 
in some five states—Ohio, New Yoik, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, and one or two Southern States, 
he thought one was Georgia, and a’so in Indiana, 
and be thought in the State of Louisiana; so th at 
the facts showed that they had been naturalized. 
The Supreme Court of California had decided in an 
elaborate opinion that the word l .dian included 
j Chinese, and this word white was only put into th e 


na* u .-allzatioii laws for the purpose of reaching the I 
citizen of Africa ; and the senate knew th at Span- 
i-.ir.'s nad been naturalized, whom both the speaker 
and the Senators wished they had not when they 
came to vote against them , and some of them were 
as black as crape, and vet they were c a l l e d hite 
men and naturalized. 
It was purely a question of 
construction. 
Cbine*e h.nl been naturalized and 
would 
continue 
to 
be 
naturalized 
unless 
som ething was done. 
The 
broad 
proposition 
upon 
which 
he 
understood 
the 
Chinese 
question 
and 
the 
one 
underlying, 
vita! 
sentim ent, it seemed to him, was th at they ought 
not to assent to any treaty, and they ought not in 
any m anner to recognize any treaty, or any modifi­ 
cation of any trea'y , in which the U nited States 
should not have the power absolutely to prohibit 
Chinamen from coming to California, and that was 
ju st w hat th at treaty dnl. This proposed modifica­ 
tion said, in so m any words, that the United States 
should not have the power absolutely prohibiting 
Chinamen to come to the Uuited States. 
Iu con­ 
clusion, the speaker hoped th at the motion to adopt 
the resolution would receive the unanim ous vote of 
the Senate. 
Mr. S e a r s said that, for one he was not prepared 
to put a construction iqxw a treaty w ith a foreign 
nation. 
These resolutions had been sprung upon 
tlu Senate in a m om ent w ithout any notice, and 
Senators were called upon simply to rely upon their 
memories and kuowledge of treaties and interna­ 
tional law in order to judge of the resolutions, 
lie 
thought it was b u t ju st and proper for the Senate 
to take time to consider them . 
Some men grappled 
with treaties and constitutions and international 
law as a mad bull would bite the ground. 
But the 
speaker did not propose to -be placed in th at posi­ 
tion. 
The Senator from Sacramento had said that 
the resolutions would be telegraphed across the 
continent, and the action of the Senate would be 
noted in the East. This fact only made it the more 
necessary for them to act carefully, and to be justi- 
fio i iu their action before they acted. 
lie did not 
propose to hide his head like an ostrich under the 
saud of those resolutions and exp se hitnself to the 
world as not understanding what he was voting 
upon. 
A nother set of 
resolutions 
had been 
introduced by the Senator from Flamas on the same 
subject, which bad been referred to the Committee 
on Federal Relations, and the two resolutions should 
be considered and reported to the Senate, so That it 
could act understanding^; He did not take this 
position because he favored Chinese immigration 
He was the pioneer in this State opposing the immi­ 
gration of Chinese. 
He introduced and advocated 
laws to prevent th e immigration of Chinese to this 
coast before these gentlemen ever thought of com­ 
ing to California, 
lie labored in the m ountains of 
this State, where he realized the evil effects of Chi­ 
nese im m igration, and he took a decided stand 
against them ; but, in honor to themselves and the 
positions which they occupied, they should care­ 
fully consider these resolutions before taking 
a vote upon 
them , and not place themselves 
in tbe light of so many fools before the j>eople of 
the United States. 
There was not a naturalize 1 
foreigner in the State of California, or in the United 
Siates, that secured hi3 naturalization under any 
treaty with his home Government. 
They were 
natural.zed under the laws cf Congress. 
It was a 
question in the m ind of the speaker w hether or not 
Congress had fuii and absolute coutrol over the 
subject, and th e treaty itself said th at Congress 
should have the right to regulate the immigration 
of Chinese. 
In conclusion, he said th at he desired 
the reference of these resolutions to the Committee 
on Federal Relations, simply th a t the Senate might 
examine into their effect. 
Mr C h e n k y said th at he h~.d always been upon 
the side of anti-Chinege immigration, but if these 
resolutions were foiled to a vote this (hom ing he 
should he «WfrpPTTéd to vote against their adoption. 
It having been intim ated by the Senator from Sacra­ 
m ento th at the resolutions would be telegraphed 
East, and would lose force if not immediately adopt­ 
ed, he would reply by saying th at they would lose 
force if no t properly deliberated up n, and he would 
prefer th at they should be telegraphed East as hav­ 
ing been referred to a committee, becauso th at 
would show and dem onstrate to the friends, as well 
as the enemies, of California in the East th at they 
were deliberating on the m atter,and were not going 
at it too hastily. 
The speaker claimed th at the m a­ 
jority of the 8t-nate had not even read the amend* 
m ente to the treaty, and were not prepared to a t, 
Mr. D ic k in s o n referred to the num erous bills 
against Chinese which had been passed at the last 
session and their subsequent fate in the Courts. He 
noticed th at some of the Senators who sj»okj so 
earnestly in favor of the adoption« f the resolutions, 
were the same who, at the last session, had also de­ 
fended the auti-Chinese clause in the Constitution 
w ith the same fervid zeal. 
They were then asked to 
stop and carefully examine the m atter, hut they 
said : 
“ N o ; we don’t want to exam ne. The Con­ 
stitution says we m ust do it. 
It is true we swore to 
obey tbe Constitution of the U nited States but we 
,don’t think this interferes.” The speaker allude 
in a sarcastic way to the groat ability with which 
the Senate hamiled constitutional questions, and 
concluded by hoping th at the resolutions would be 
referred to the Committee on Federal Relations. 
Mr. Glabcock offered as an am endm ent th at the 
resolutions be referred to the Committee on Federal 
Relations, w ith tnstruc’ions to report thereon to 
morrow morning, together with Senate Concurrent 
Resolution No. 13, introduced by himself. 
He said 
he made the m otion in good faith, and wanted the 
Senate to have an opportunity to decide w hich set 
of resolutions was preferable. 
Mr. K a n e was opposed to referring the resolu­ 
tions.

colored applicants. 
They th in k th a t it isa 
great pity the colored cadets tliould be 
ostracized, b ut th at nothing b u t tim e and 
patience will 
change 
this. 
Precisely. 
W iren colored men and women are a d m it­ 
ted to social equality w ith w hite men and 
v men it will be tim e enough to look for a 
sim ilar recognition of equal social rights 
among w hite boys. 
Some of the members 
ex p ress an opinion 
th a t 
it w ould 
be 
b etter to abolish the school th an to allow 
the present condition of things to go on. 
W e cannot see th e force of this position. 
I t is sim ply absurd to expect a higher civil­ 
ization from the boys than f r in the grown 
men, in the first place. 
A nd it would be 
p u trile to abolish W est Point because it 
w as not ahead of the rest of the country 
in liberality of ideas aud of practice. P er­ 
haps the bc3t course w ould be for th e col­

THE IRISH 
QUESTION. 


T he Irish 
members in the H ouse of 
Commons have ju s t had a battle-royal 
w ith the G overnm ent, and no doubt they 
thoroughly enjoyed th e scrimm age, though 
w hat they expect to gain by th eir present 
course it is difficult to perceive. 
They 
have adhered for nearly tw o w eeks to a 
policy of inveterate obstruction. They have 
consequently prevented th e G overnm ent 
from proceeding w ith its legislative pro­ 
gram m e, and so have retarded the in tro ­ 
duction of the new Irish land bill. 
If they 
really desire to see the land question settled 
th is is not th e way to m anifest their 
wishes. 
So far as can be gathered from 
th eir actual djiD gs they are merely bent on 
hindering governm ental 
action of 
any 
kind. 
T his is an anarchic and chaotic 
policy, differing in no essential from th at 
of th e R ussian 
N ihilists. 
Of 
course 
th ey 
understand 
perfectly 
th a t 
they 
w ill no t be perm itted to dictate th e char­ 
acter of th e legislation had in regard to 
Ireland, bu t th ey m ust also be aw are th a t 
M r. G ladstone is very m uch the friend of 
th e ir country, aud th a t by obstructing his 
course th ey are only rendering it more 
probable th a t th e English people w ill be­ 
come im patient of th e present G overn­ 
m ent's scrupulous m oderation, aud by p u t­ 
tin g th e Tories 
in power again destroy 
all present prospect of relief and reform. 
T h a t is w hat th e P arnellites appear to be 
w orking for, and under th e circum stances 
it is no t surprising th a t some of th eir col­ 
l e g e s should have refused to proceed any 


fu rth er w ith them in th eir course of ob- 


structivene:s. 


A ssem bly B.ll No. 141, introduced by 
Mr. P la tt, provides th a t “ on th e trial of

“ such trials a defense of em otional in­ 
s a n i t y shall not be held as justification 
“ cf th e act or acta w ith w hich the defeud- 
“ an t is charged.” Th¡3 bill is presum ably 
an endeavor to m eet the class cf cases of 
w hich th e Schroder hom icide is a recent 
exam ple. 
I t ere;.tes a new classification 
for m urders com m itted under th e inflti- 
uence of passion excited by th e discovery 
of illicit sexual relations. 
I t gives to the 
j jr y the 
power 
of 
fixing 
th e 
pen­ 
alty 
in 
such 
cases 
a t 
th e 
low est 
term all' wable in sentences of imprison- 
m n t in the S tate Prison. 
The practical 
effect would be to remove such homicides 
from tiie category of m urders altogether, 
and to provide an ostensible mode of con­ 
doning ail such offenses w ithout shocking 
public sentim ent by a direct acquittal. 
Iu 
such a case as th a t of Shroder, had th is 
law been in operation, th e ju ry would 
probably have sentenced the defendant to 
a year’s :m prisonrnent. 
Of course th e con­ 
sequence of such legislation m ust be ts 
create the belief th a t hom icide under the 
circum stances specified is regarded by so­ 
ciety as a venial offense, and th a t it is in 
fact looked upon as the m ost n atural and 
prope» mode of redress. 
I t is therefore of 
some im portance th a t th e views of society 
on th is proposition should be ascertained, 
for it m ust be clearly realized th a t if once 
hom icide under violent provocation is es 
tablished on th e 
sta tu te book, it will 
thenceforw ard be impossible to punish m ur­ 
der com m itted under the p retext named, 


and th a t th e recourse to m urder in all 
such casts will be encouraged. 
If it is wise 
to bring about such a state of things th e 
grounds of its expediency ought to be ac­ 
cessible, b u t wc have not succeeded in d is­ 
covering them . 
T he doctrine th a t hom i­ 
cide is justifiable w here a wom an is con­ 
cerned is one wííich will not stand th e test 
of analysis, to begin w ith. 
I t is a doctrine 
which had its origin in th e m edieval theory 
of woman s place in society ; th a t theory 
w hich regarded her as an inferior, as a 
chattel, in f a c t; and w hich left to th e in­ 
ju red husband or father no redress b u t in 
suing th e seducer for the loss of th e serv ­ 
ices of th e victim . 
U p to th a t tim e, and 
long past it, th e idea th a t woman could be 
individually- responsible had failed to be 
recognized by the law. 
If she was m ar­ 
ried she was a fem m e couverte, and her hus­ 
band was accountable for her actions. 
If 
she was single her fath er represented her. 
B ut under no circum stances was she per­ 
m itted to possess any independence or right 
of initiative. 
♦ 
■ ■■■ 
Thus it came to pass th a t in case3 of se 
ductiou th e m an was looked upon as the 
guilty p a rty in th e eye of th e law, and 
this view has descended to th e present 
day, and, how ever unconsciously, forms 
the real bas¡3 of the m odern theory th a t it 
¡8 allow able to kill the m ale seducer. 
But 
it seems necessary to point o ut th a t as a 
m atter of fact no woman can be seduced 
w ithout h er free consent, and th a t no 
woman can be seduced w ho dues not m eet 
her lover halt way a t least. 
W o hear a 
great deal in these days of wom an’s rights, 
b u t forem ost among them m ust be placed 
the rig h t of b d n g held responsible for her 
own actions. 
W hen a m urder is com- 
m it t e l b y a passionate husband th e law ­ 
yers hold up the slain man to public oppro­ 
brium as a villain who somehow worm ed 
his way into th e affections of th e erring 
wife. 
She is treate d as a helpless victim , 
deserving only compassion, while a 1 the 
gnilt of th e illicit relation is laid upon him. 
This is a false and artificial presentation 
of the c.se. 
I t is quite as often as c o t the 
woman who seduces th e man. ia real life. 
Nor can any woman be brought into such 
relations u n til she has ceased to retain 
th a t love and regard for her husband 
which can alone justify th eir alliance, and 
which can alone render her s ciety of any 
valne to him . 
I t Í3 therefore true th a t the 
seduction of a m arried woman is in itself 
a hopeless ru p tu re of m arital relations, aud 
one w hich is incapable of redress ; b u t it 
is n ot true th a t th e whole fault is w ith the 
male seducer. 
W h a t is it then th a t the 
homicidal husband seeks when he kills his 
wife’s lover ? 
Surely not a rational re ­ 
venge, for to obtain th a t he m ust also kill 
the woman. I t is she who has inflicted the 
irreparable w rong upon him. I t is she who 
has broken her conjugal vows. 
I t is she 
who has been faithless to her tru st. 
I t is 
she who has repudiate 
his claims upon 
her. 
A fter she has done all these things, 
w hat satisfaction can it be to the injured 
man to slay her lover? 
The reasonable 
man would let her go, recognizing th e im ­ 
possibility t f ever restoring the conditions 
w hich she by her w antonness had de­ 
stroyed. 
And if in th e evolution of a 
higher civilization reason is to prevail over 
th e legacies of barbarism which we inherit 
in tilia and m any other respects, it would 
only be a hindrance to progress to recog­ 
nize the right of sexual homicide by adopt­ 
ing such a law as the one under discussion. 
W hat we need is loftier views of the rela­ 
tions betw een th e sexes, not lower ones, 
and it seems to us there is nothing to hope 
aud m uch to apprehend from legislation of 
th e kind now proposed in this connection. 


THE MANGLING OF THE CODES. 


Among the m any good things prophesied 
by the advocates of th e new C onstitution 
was a sim plification of legislation. 
U nder 
the new system we were to have no new 
laws b a t snch as were absolutely necessary, 
and the sixty-day sessions of th e Legisla­ 
tu re w ere to be alm ost too long for the 
w ork to be done; 
The Legislature has now 
been in Bession a little more th an tw o 
weeks, and already some four hundred bills 
have been introduced, while the stream of 
legi-lation 
continues 
undim inished. 
A 
very large proportion of this consists in 
proposed am endm ents to th e Codes, and of 
these am endm ents it is safe to assert th a t 
four-fifths are either unnecessary or inju­ 
dicious. 
So constant is th is tinkering of 
th e Codes, however, despite all predic­ 
tions, th a t th e S tate has already lost all 
benefit from th eir com pilation, and no 
law yer or judge can ascertain from year 
to year w h at th e law ia on any question 
w ith o u tth e m o3tlaborious research. In con- 
sequenceof thispiecem eal m ethod of am end­ 
m ent, m oreover, th ere is no longer any 
guiding principle in the various d ep art­ 
m ents of the law. 
Changes are introduced 
from th e moat various-m otives and for the 
m ost various purposes. 
W hoever has an 
ax to grind, a notion to air, a crudity to 


urge, puts it in th e form of an am endm ent 
to the Codes, aud as scarcely anybody can 
tak e th e tim e and trouble to ascertain 
precisely w h at these am endm ents mean, a 
great num ber of them slip through every 
session. 
To have Code3 a t all while suc'n 
a m ethod of legislation obtains is an ab­ 
surdity. 
I t is like calling ia an architect 
to draw th e plans cf a house, and then allow ­ 
ing every m em ber of th e fam ily to alter 
the pian3 according to his or her whim and 
caprice. 
W e are proceeding from confu­ 
sion to confusion in this regard, and unless 
some serious effort is m ade to check the 
flood of Code am endm ents we shall in a 
short tim e be very m uch worse off than we 
were before th e codification was made.

Replying to Heck’s criticism upon the unfavorable 
action of che committee on the c aes of the claimants 
i amed Ly that Senator, and alleged t) be equally 
meritorious v.ith Hollada^’ , Cainer.-n slated the 
grounds for the committee’s action in each instance. 
As to Wariv.n Mitchell, one of the claim a., u cham­ 
pioned by Beik, the c mmittee had been satisfied 
that he u as pecuniarily interested in a contract to 
supply the c mfederate army with beef, and hud 
been in the habit • f trading with the enemy. 
Beck explained that Mitchell was a citizen of Ken­ 
tucky aud was poor. He t ad gone to the vicinity of 
th* Confederate lines, undtr Federal mi liority, to 
collect debts, aud while there did the only thing he 
could do to tarn a living, which was to sup, Iv pork 
to the 1< «federates. This was the extent of Mitch­ 
ell's offense. 
After debate the Senate, at 3:30 o’clock, proceeded 
to vote upon the pending amendment of Keriian to

D etails of lire B a ltic B e tw een lire R us­ 
sians an d Tu-'ro m an s. 
N ew Y o rk , .January 18th.—Y esterday a 
dispatch from London announced that official 
news had been received at Constantinople of 
the defeat of ihe Turcomans by General 
Sko' eloff, which was m isinterpreted. 
I t 
should have been made to state th at the 
Turcomans severely defeated General Sku- 
belotf. 
S t. P e te r s b u r g , .January 18th.—General 
Skobeluff telegraphs on the 11th instant, 
announcing th at on the 9th, a t 8 "in the 
evening, 30,000 Tekke Turcomans m ale a 
sudden sortie from G .oktepe and assaulted 
the Russian trenches, which were manned 
by nineteen companies of infantry 
and 
Cos-acks 
acting 
as 
infantry, 
with 
three siege guns and two lighter guns. 
In 
spite of tree heroic defense by the troops, the 
Turcomans carried the Russian outworks and 
a part uf the second parallel, capturing four 
mounted guns and three siege gurs. 
The 
R u sians then opened an artillery fire, and 
the reserve 
simultaneously attacked 
the 
enemy, who were dislodged from all the points 
they had captured. 
Ail the artillery was 
retaken,- with the exception of one mounted 
gua, which had been carried off during the 
early part of the engagement. 
The Russians 
loss was heavy. 
Due company of the 
Apsheron Regiment alone had 32 men killed, 
including a M ajor aud a Captain and 10 
wounded and one officer tak-.n prisoner. The 
Turcoman losses are much greater. 
Their 
dead tilled the Kus-ian trenches. 
Sim ul­ 
taneously with this attack a considerable 
body of Turcoman cavalry made a sortie on 
the Russian camp, which was successfully re­ 
pulsed. 
A fter the Turcomans had been re 
pulsed, orders were given for laying a third 
parallel. 
As soon as the Turcomans saw the 
works commenced, they renewed the a t­ 
tack of 
their entire strength upon the 
whole Russiaq front, but were compelled 
to retire into the fortress by artillery fire 
at close range from the Russian second paral­ 
lel. 
The laying of a third parallel was com­ 
pleted un the 10th instant, aud on the same 
day the fortress was strongly fortified, but 
the works were bombarded. 
A t 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon the Russian columns made an 
assault, and after a severe struggle captured 
the outworks. 
Bombardment by siege artil­ 
lery was still proceeding on the 11th instant. 
The total of Russian los-ea in the actions of 
the 9th and 10th was 9 officers and 82 men 
killed ; S officers, 102 men and 8 members of 
the medicai staff wounded.

ELECTION LAW. 
A. B. 138 (by Mr. O’Connor)-Amends Section 
1192, Political Code, aud “ must,” iu parenthesis, 
omitted from pres« nt law, and “ ►hall ” substituted, 
aud the italicized words arc added to the law : “ No 
ticket or ballot (must) shail, on thfc day of election, 
be given or delivered tv, or received by, any person 
except the Inspector, or a Judge acting as Inspector, 
within 100 feet of the polling place, nor upon 
any street or highway o f any incorporated city or 
town.” 
MUTUAL, BENEFICIAL AND RELIEF SOCIETIES.

Interesting Lecture by John Muir, Before 
the Sacramento Literary Institute. 


The first lecture of the season before the 
Sacramento Literary Institute was delivered 
by John Muir at the Congregational Church 
last evening, upon “ The Resources of 
Alaska.” There wa3 a good audience, and 
the lecture, which was replete with interest 
throughout, 
was listened to with most 
marked attention. The mountains, streams 
and general features of the Territory were 
described with a familiarity7 and clearness 
which indicated a close study and intimate 
knowledge of the subject, and which, with 
the aid of maps and diagrams, was brought 
to the view of his hearers iu a very pleasing 
and instructive manner. 
He opened his lecture by saying that Alaska 
is the most beautiful and the most interest­ 
ing country he ever saw. 
In all his travels 
north and south he had seen nothing to com­ 
pare with it. 
Even California, the land of 
wonders, with its noble mountains, valleys 
and forests a-id waterfalls, is far beneath it in 
grandeur and varied beauty. California h»R 
a majesric mountain range extending 4<)0 
miiee. Alaska has a loftier range, as pro­ 
foundly sculptured, extending in this grand 
curved line along the coast and out into the 
sea a di-tauce of 2,600 miies, with no material 
interruption. The highest summit, that of 
Mt. St. Elias, is 29,500 feet above the level 
of the sea. 
THE ALEUTIAN GROUP, 
Which is a part of the Alaska Territory, is 
but a continuation of this mountain range, 
but at a less hight. In this group of islands 
there have been between forty and titty active 
volcanoes within the past 100 years, and there 
are eleven at the present time. 
The Rocky mountains enter the Territory 
in the form of irregular spurs and table-lands 
in the Yukon region, but most is open. r< lling 
grassy plains, with here aud there pr.teh. s of 
pine and spruce a id aspen, wlii'e toward the 
north the ground is quite low, sloping to the 
Arctic Ocean in lichen and moss-covered bogs 
and moorlands. The southeast portion of the 
Territory is heavily wooded. 
The lecturer said but little in reference to 
the glaciers, as he has previously lectured 
here upon that subject, but he remarked that 
there are about 100,000 glaciers in the Alas­ 
kan Alps, mostly on the Mount St. Elias. 
Twenty of these glaciers are of the first clas«, 
and flow out into the ocean and discharge in 
the form of icebergs, with a noise like thun­ 
der. 
THE CLIMATE. 
The climate is temperate along the coast, 
but inland Is so hot in summer that people 
travel at night, just as they do in desert re­ 
gions under the tropics. The cold in winter, 
back from the coast, is extreme, ranging from 
60’ to 70' below zero. 
The map shows that 
this new country is large, aud like a large 
man with a big soul, a great, kindly, loving 
heart, it is bounteous in blessing to man and 
beast. 
It woul 1 make, if divided, 500 States 
as large as Rhode Island, 250 as large as Del­ 
aware, and about fifteen the size of Ohio. 
As to its latitude, it does not by any means 
iay so neai* the North Pole as is generally con 
sidered ; not within a 1,000 miles of it when at 
its northmost point, and more than 2,000 at 
its sontbmost point. 
The greater portion 
lies within the temperate zone, where man­ 
kind has always reached the best develop­ 
ment of all its powers. 
The warmest most 
southerly portion of Norway is more than 
400 miles further north than the southmost 
land of Alaska. AVith the exception of a 
few square miles, the whole of Great Britain 
lies to the north of the southmost point in 
Alaska. The south extremity of Ireland 
coincides almost exactly with that of Alaska. 
Yet all those are fertile, kindly countries. 
Ireland in particular is specially fertile anil 
prolific both iu what are called crops and 
people. There the people, while as near the 
North Pole as some portion of Alaska, con­ 
trive to make themselves heard all over the 
world, aud under every disadvantage multi­ 
ply and replenish their own country and 
every other. 
Even France, the land of vines 
and wines, has a portion of its territory lying 
as far north as the eouthermost of the 
Ateutian Islands. 
ITS PRODUCTS. 
All kind of garden vegetables will grow in 
Alaska, and many varieties as large as in this 
abate. Barley and oats will also grow and 
mature there, but it will never be an agri­ 
cultural country. The people will never go 
there to raise corn or fruit. A small variety 
of apples grow there, but they only attain a 
size about as large as hickory lints. Potatoes 
grow very large and in abuudance. No gen­ 
eral business, however, will ever be made 
there in raising vegetables even, for want of 
sufficient level lands. 
AVhat should be the 
valleys are covered with water. 
It i i similar 
in this respect to what ('a'ifornia would be 
if all its great valleys were inland arms of the 
sea. 
. 
As to minerals, every year there are dis­ 
coveries made showing that there is a great 
d-al of gold in Alaska. 
It is difficult, how­ 
ever. to prospect, as the giouml is heavily 
covered with moss and conceals the earth’s 
surface. 
In the interi r there is plenty of 
water, bat it is extremely difficult to csrrv 
provisions. 
Flour is worth there from $25 to 
$40 per hundred pounds, and potatoes are 
about the same price. Many good diggings 
are found. On the Steekin river mines have 
paid very well, say from $10 to $12 per day 
per man : some others more and others less. 
A large quartz mill is running near Sitka, 
aud anotuer 30-stamp mill is now being put 
up. Some quartz v as discovered this season 
which yields from $500 to $600 per ti n. He 
did not think, however, that Alaska would 
ever comp* re at all with Colorado and what 
California had been in this respect. The 
quality of the rocks in Alaska is the same as 
that found elsewhere upon the ccast where 
gold exists. 
Marble and iron are found there and coal, 
but the Ul ter not in large quantities. 
The yield of furs alone since the Territory 
was acquired by the United States has more 
than repaid tiie amount which was given by 
the Government for it. The most important 
of the fur bearing animals is the seal. One 
hundred thousand of these have been killed 
per year. 
Next to these are the sea otter. 
These skir: are worth about $100 each, and 
about 1,100 are killed annually. Deer ale very 
I abundant on all the islands. As high as 1.200 
have been killed upon a single isl ind. 
Bears 
are very plentiful there, the filick, and the 
polar bear further rnrth. There are large 
numbers of wild white goats and cattle 
thr ugh.>ut the Territory. The natives make 
their 
lothing out of hair spun and woven 
from the goats. 
Trie waters of Alaska are filled with fish. 
There are twelve to fifteen vessels engaged in 
c >d fishing every year. It has been estima­ 
ted that there are nearly 100 050 square miles 
of e .d-bank waters within the Territory and 
up 01 the coast, mostly iu Behring sea, which 
is one vast cod-bank. The salmon also are 
unlimited, and run up all the many rivers 
an 1 str. ams to spawn. 
He told of one occa­ 
sion when he saw so many salmon trying to 
no up a river that it would be no exaggera­ 
tion to say that there were more salmon than 
wattr iu the river. There are about 1,000 
rivers and streams in which they run to the 
upper waters. Herriug are also abundantly 
found. 
The lecturer closed by saying he cruld but 
repeat, that Alaska is ODe of the most beauti­ 
ful and interesting portions of the United 
States’ possessions. 
It is the far AA’est of our 
country. 
The Attou Island, which is the 
most westerly point of th» Alutian group 
which are included in the Alaska purc.iase, 
is as much farther west of San Francisco a- 
that city is west of the most east riy point of 
Maine. It is the limit of our “ far West.”

616, approved April 3,1876, relating to an Act con­ 
cerning lodging houses and sleeping apartm ents 
within the lim its of incorporated cities, was read the 
second time and ordered printed. 
A. B. 52, to add three new sections to the Code of 
Civil Procedure, to be known as Sections 749, 750 
and 751, concerning actions to establish lost bound­ 
aries to real property, was read for the second time. 
The amendment to Section 1, recommended by 
the Senate, was adopted. 
Mr. F ai lk moved to amend Section 1 by striking 
out in lin e 
, the words “ the greater” and in­ 
serting instead the word “ any.” 
Adopted. 
The bill was then ordered engrossed ar?d to third 
reading. 
A. B. 9 ', to amend Section 301 of the Penal Code 
of California, rela ing to the keeping open certain 
places of business on Sunday, was read the second 
time. 
Mr. McCallion moved an amendment so as to in­ 
clude liquor saloons. 
Mr. J ackson said lie believed b arbers should be 
allowed to rest o:i Sundays. 
Mr. M atthew s of San Benito held a like opinion, 
and remarked th at getting shaved, or bathing on 
Sunday, was a very innocent amusement. 
The am endm ent was lost, and the bill was passed 
to third reading. 
A. B. CO, to amend Section 160 of the Co le of 
Civil Procedure, in relation to authorizing Judges of 
S u p rio r Courts to hold Courts in auy county when 
requested by the Governor, and providing for the 
pay thereof, was refused a first reading. 
A. B. 61, t • amend Section 71 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, in relation to authorizing Judges of 
Superior C ourts to hold Courts ill any county when 
requested by the Judge thereof or the Governor, 
was also refused a fir.-t reading. 


CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 
A. B. 7, to prevent the use of Chinese labor in the 
)>erformance of contracts wherein this State, any 
county, city and county municipality, or other po­ 
litical subdivision of this State, is a party, was the 
next on the file. 
It was reported back by the Com­ 
m ittee on Chinese Immigration aud Emigration 
without recommendation. 
A debite arose as to whether or not the hi 1 should 
l»e read a first time. 
M e s s rs . Jackson, M cC a l l io n and G riffith urged 
that it be read. 
Messrs. Plvtt and Long, members of the commit­ 
tee. give it as their opinion th at the bili was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
For such reasons alone were they ad­ 
verse to it, and not because the) favored Chinese 
immigration. 
Mr. McDonald declared his opposition to the bill, 
saving th at much of the tim e of the last Legislature 
was taken up by ju st such useless measures. 
He 
was not afraid to be pu t upon the record. 
Mr. Kellogg said if any legislation against Chi­ 
nese w*s possible it should be had, for it was de­ 
manded by the people. 
He hop.d the bill would be 
read. 
Mr. B arer of Yolo said he should like to hear the 
bill read, s > th at he might know the contents, then 
he could determine how to vote and w hether or not 
the bill was unconstitutional. 
Mr. May said he was for having the bill read, not 
only once, but thrice. 
Mr. J ackson remarked that if some of bis col­ 
leagues who took ueh a pride in their legal reputa­ 
tion had expressed any but anti Chinese sentim ents 
before election they would not now be sitting in the 
House. 
Mr. Burns said he hoped the House would not be 
tortured with the constitutionality of bills as it was 
last winter. 
51 r. H ale gave it as his opinion th at the question 
as to the constitutionality or unconstitutionality of 
the legislation contemplated by the bill had not as 
vet been decided by the Courts. The only ques­ 
tion, therefore, for the House to determine was 
w hether the measures embodied in it were measures 
of sound public p «Hey. 
He was em phatically in 
favor of a first, second and third reading of the bill. 
Mr. Mason moved the bill be referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 
Lost. 
The roll was then called, and the motion for a first 
reading was carried by a vote of 70 ayes to 6 noes. 
Absent, Messrs. Freer and Reddick, and Messrs. 
Long, McClure, McDonald, Platt, Streeter and Parks 
voting no.

The bill was then read the first t me and passed 
to second reading. 
A. B. 79, to prohibit the naturalization of Chinese 
o r Mongolians in the State of California, was also 
given a first reading and passed to second reading. 
A. B 37, to provide for the use of a brand, stamp, 
stencil or trade m arkon m anufactured commodities, 
was refused a first reading. 
A. B. 9, to prevent a monopoly on railroads, 
steam boats, steam ships and other common carriers, 
was also refused first reading. 
A B 28, to compel banks, savings and loan so­ 
cieties, and ail and every kind of person, or persons, 
or corporations, receiving moneys or other valuable 
property on dep »sit or for safe keeping, to publish a 
¡w orn statem ent in certain cases, was given a first 


^A B* 31, to amend Section 416 of the Civil Code, 
in relation to the purchase and sale of real estate by 
insurance corporations, was r. ad the fi*-st time. 
A B. 30. to provide for the keeping of accounts 
in the English language, was refused first reading. 
A B- 89, to prevent a monopoly on common car- 
rie^s, was refused first reading.

The Assembly adjourned at 3:4', on motion of 
Mr. Griffith.

H. W. Wilson was sworn: Is a civil engineer, 
lives in Sacramento. 
Was employed by State En­ 
gineer HO! in laving out the work at the English 
b r e a k , the Tudhunter place, V street and W ashing­ 
ton. 
Part of it was levee work, and part the con­ 
struction of revetm ent work. 
Patrick Ney and P. 
A. Miller were the contractors. Mr. Ney had the 
work at V street and at English's break, aud Miller 
at the two other points where work was done. 
The 
English break was not entirely com pleted; th e bulk 
of the work was done. 
It began 
late in the 
season, and 
it was 
hazardous 
to 
the con­ 
tractor. 
December 1st it was feared work must 
be suspended for lack of means, and he was ordered 
to do no more than absolutely necessary. The levee 
this side the Commission’s work had to be re ­ 
formed, ia my opinion, as it was in a bad condition. 
Witness conferred with Mr. Bryte and othere, and 
he expressed gratification th at what bad been done 
had been accomplished. 
It was agreed th at he and 
others wore to work on the levee reformation to 
where it joined the other work, and witness would 
go ou with the rew tm en t work. 
The work could 
not be said to be finished until the levee work was 
completed. 
There were specifications for the work. 
The work was by contract for all the work. 
The 
contractor did 
not * do the whole work, be­ 
cause the levee this side 
was not 
reformed. 
The 
levee 
work was in 
the contract. 
The 
work 
closed 
about 
December 
16lh. 
The 
first r se of w ater came I can’t say when, b u t all of 
ten days before th at water rose some three feet ; nd 
then receded. 
It raiued all this time, aDd it would 
have been difficult to c irt earth to the levee. 
It 
h: d to be hauled on the average 500 to 600 feet, 
bcrapers cannot be used for over 300 feet, and need 
a direct route. 
After the rains the m aterial was 
soft, and while work I will not say couldn't be done, 
yet it would have been ver)’ doubtful. The earth­ 
work alo e was deficient. 
I was engineer in charge. 
Got instructions generally from Mr. Hail, State 
Engineer. 
The contract was baaed on the specif! 
cations, and substantially the work was so done ; 
the lack was the earthw ork and for th a t there 
was

Commissioners. 
I shouldn’t have laid out to have 
the levee reformer], had I not deemed it necessary. 
The work at Todhunter's was sole'y levee work. 
1 
don’t think the work at English break would have 
stood, except )Ou (Mr. Bryte) had gone on aud done 
the work on the levee, in view of the rains we have 
had. 
All the work we put there at the end of the 
brush work to join the levee, I think would have 
stood as it Iras. 
The testim ony of C ommissioner Searles was here 
read, as given at the previous meeting of the com­ 
mittee. 
Witness Wilson, resuming—Before w*e closed the 
work and detennintd what part we would go on and 
do under the contract, 1 Had a conversation with 
Mr. Bryte as to his and others doing the levee 
work. 
It was agTecd the county would go on and 
do it. 
It was agreed the county would do it and 
th at they would put in spurwork. 
At th at time 
our dam was far from complete. 
The levee is a pub 
lie road. The contract called for but 200 feet of 
earthwork next the revetm ent; the levee road was 
not in it. 
I understand the work was stopped solely 
for lack of funds. The stoppage was not to the ad­ 
vantage of the contractor. 
Could he have gone on 
he would have made some money. The work we did 
was substantially done as i*er specifications. 
1 had 
discretion to reform 200 feet of the levee besides, 
and as a result of agreem ent with Bryte it was un 
derstood he and th e county would do the levee 
work. There was tim e for them to do it. 
The con­ 
tractor’s w ork was done satisfactorily. The work 
ceased under ordei a of the btato Engineer. 
I un 
derstood Yolo county was to and h«*s reimbursed 
Mr. Bryte. 
I did not solicit Bryte to do the work. 
I told him of the state of affairs—th at I had laid out 
to do 200 fe ¿t of the levee in excess of the contract, 
but found I c julda’t do it, and that was the work 
oryte w ent on and did. 
The object of doing 
the work of 
the 
Commission at the English 
break, and building the waste weir, 
was to 
retain 
the 
w ater 
in 
the 
river 
and 
to 
build it as it is so as to not force all the volume of 
the wate * down the channel for fear it would de 
stroy all th e levees below*, which are notoriously in ­ 
secure. 
Thus to a certain hight we gut scouring 
capacity, and at another hight the w ater would 
escape and prevent the stream largely leaving the 
channel and going through the breaks! There was 
work on the abutm ents done at 90 cents per cubic 
foot, and it cost the contractor *3. 
It cost him as 
much to put the lum ber in as the lum ber cost. The 
total am ount of the contract was between 810,000 
and 511,000. 
The contractor must have lost 81,000 
on the lum ber aud like m aterial. 
It seems incredi 
ble th at any revetm ent work like that there could 
have been done for six cents. The Washington work, 
of like nature, cost from 20 to 25 cents. The work 
included excavations, about 300 feet of joining 
levees, excavation beneath the dam, etc. 
The pile, 
lum ber an.i brush work was all included ill brush 
and lumber work at 95 cents per cubic yard. 
Fart 
uf the brush work, of a different nature, was let at 
38 cents i>er square yard. 
E. T. Morrison sworn: Resident of Yolo county 
Know Bryte, and know the levee work at the En­ 
glish break, and the brush Bryte put on the levee. 
1 did th at work. 
It took nine days on that piece. 
It took four days’ hauling and five day.-*’ pinning it 
down. There was 316 yards of it next the break, 
and in the other piece 959. 
It took 19) days to do 
th at port—bj days of hauling and 11 days pinning 
it down. Tne cost was 54 a day for team and man, 
and $1 50 without team. 
Mr. Bryte—The brush was already cut. 
Witness—I did not cut it. 
Mr. Bryte—Ney had left the brush ami we gath­ 
ered it up. 
It took as long to gather it as would to 
have cut it. 
Mr. P arks—Then the cost of cutting is not in­ 
cluded ? 
W itness—No, sir. 
John Iloagland sworn: Have had experience in 
levee building. 
Have lived long on lands where 
levees need to be buiít. 
I was Superintendent of 
the work 
under 
Mr. Wilson, at the 
English 
break. 
When the work ceased the levee \yas not 
completed as originally intended— i. e. the reforma­ 
tion of the levee some 200 feet further down. 
The 
county had its Koadm aster there extending its 
bridge, with a view of m eeting the end of the new 
formation, and thence to the old levee. 
When we 
got orders to cea*e work 1 told Mr. Bryte of it, so 
lie could have knowledge of it. and I believe the 
County Supervisors authorized him to go on and do 
the work. 
Saw the work to day, and it is now safe, 
and hardly anv likelihood of its being damaged. 
When the work ceased by the Commissioners the 
work was safe, except in case of extraordinary con­ 
tingency—as high wind and very high water. 
It 
was safe for all the w ater wo have bad up to this 
time. 
I don’t know the am ount of excavatiou done 
there; never did such work under contract. 
Such 
bags as put there cost, with filliug and placing, 
about 15 cents or 16 cents. 
Those on the abutm ents 
cost more to handle than those on the dam. 
Patrick Ney sworn : 
Waa contractor at the Eng­ 
lish break. 
Had like contracts in 1867 on the 
Wabash Valley and St. Jo River Canal 
The cessa­ 
tion of work at the English break was not to my 
advantage. 
I had a right to continue it and use up 
my m aterial. 
The m aterial Mr. Bryte used was 
mine. He has uo idea of the brush work if he thinks 
hauling and putting it down is the cotd. 
ft is not 
5-101 hs ot it. The heavy cost is cutting and sorting 
the brush 
I lost by the stoppage of the work. 
I 
lost the cost of cutting brush not used, th at Bryte 
used up. 
I had men cutting and hauling. 
1 had 
three men cutting small brush for a week for the 
spurs and 
revetm ent 
th at 
was 
not used. 
1 
paid the men 82 a day. 
This was beside the cost of 
hauling. 
Cutting and bunching is the great cost. 
A team may haul ten or twelve loads a day. 
No one 
eau tell what am ount of brush he will need, and it 
won’t do to be short, and so I kept the men cutting 
I don't think ¿150 would be one-third the cost to me 
of the stoppage of the work. 
1 have no accounts to 
show what I lost. 
Mr. Bryte says he used 1,275 
yards of brush th at I cut. 
I lost only b,- reason of 
loss of m aterial. There is a claim I have that I shall 
seek to have the Commissioners allow, as the actual 
work was more than contracted for.

My bill is 
between $11,000 and 812,000. 1 gave Friend & Terry 
a power to draw my money, as they went on my 
bond. They tell me they have not drawn except 
the sum 1 named. 
I have a claim for about $1,000 
extras. 
I don’t know if it will be allowed. 
I think 
the estimates were for $10,500. The engineer re­ 
fuse 1 to allow my extras. 
I mean by extras, for 
instance, piling that was to be 18 feet and they 
made me put in 24 feet piling, and so on. They 
found the shorter piles wouldn't do. 
The cut brush 
I left was over five and probably under ten acres. We 
cut every place we could find good brush, here and 
there, and wherever we could find it.

I can’t say what I have 
paid out on the work. 
I have not paid yet for all of 
it. The workmen have been mostly paid. 
I owe 
Mr. Bryte yet. 
I think by me and my friends there 
has been paid out more than I’ll get. 
It is not set­ 
tled yet. 
We have figured on it and there is about 
$4,000 yet due Friend & Terry, as near as I can re­ 
member. 
Probably I have to pay vet about 
$7,000.

had no partner and had to keep 
no accounts.

Beside the $1.100 1 have spent on the works, I 
have vet about $7,000, but when I quit the V street 
work there w as$2,000 worth f work yet to d o . 
I 
kept no w ritten accounts c f money 1 spent on either 
work. 
1 kept only a time-book, from it I paid for 
work I owed. 
For all else I got itemized bills. 
My 
accounts are not figured up. 
I have not settled with 
Friend & Terry fully. 
They were on my bond for 
the V-street work, too. 
I did the work on both 
places, according to specifications, except where 
they had 
to 
be changed 
by 
the 
Engineer. 
We always understand th at changes are to be 
paid for, according to the difference. 
I paid my men 
with orders for money or goods. It I am allowed my 
extras, 1 will make a little profit, and that, as near 
as 1 can get at it, will be $500 on both contracts, ex­ 
cluding my own» time and work. 
Mr. Parks— Extra w-ork is n**t correct. 
It is addi­ 
tional work, as when a 42 foot pile wouldn’t hold, 
and a 70 foot one ha^ to be used. 
W itness—I am SI years a contractor, and never 
knew specifications yet to bold go*id—changes will 
occur. 
If the Commissioners should pay me all up 
to-day 1 sw ear my profits w ill be less than $ .-00 on 
the two jobs.

C. M. Cogían sworn“ Secretary of Commissioners 
of Drainage D istrict 1. 
I can tell from the Audit­ 
ors.-* reports the am u u t 
f the tax levied in the 
district, but not th e am ount collected

Mr. Wilson, recalled—I laid ou: all the work and 
knew the price. 
1 tiiink the contract in the aggre­ 
gate reasonable. 
'I he contractors were not familiar 
with the work. 
Much of it is u w here, do they 
had to jum p at it, as it were ; but in the apgregitc 
it was L ir. 
It leaves them small margin. 
S me

C. M. Cogían, recalled--The witness read off the 
inches of w ater used by miners on which tax is laid, 
and it footed up >15,550.

contracts aud bonds. 
W arrants have been drawn 
for the sum set forth in the Commissioners’ repor — 
$320,321—and there are some bills in the office in 
addition not yet passed on. 
W itness was notified to 
prepare a list of items. 
The question was then discussed as to w hat time 
the committee should adjourn to, and the Chair said 
he was anxious for speedy work by the committee 
and no delay. 
Mr. Glascock said it had been boldly said by pa­ 
pers that the investiga! ion was to be s ubbered over. 
The Chair reiterated the desire for haste, and said 
insinuation as to the integrity of the committee in 
the m atter of hastening tne investigation had 
been made by Senator Glascock, and to th at at the 
proper tim e he would reply. 
Mr. Glascock raid he w as responsible for it. 
The Chair repl.ed tliat.no one denied that. 
The committee then adjourned ti.l Thursday even­ 
ing at 7 o’clock. 
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The Assembly Committee on Public Expenditures 
and Accounts, to whom was referred the resolution 
of the Hon. E. E. Leake, of Solano, relative to 
specified charges made editorially in the R ecord- 
U sion concerning the m anner in which the business 
of the office of the State Control er was conducted, 
m et in room 15 of th e Capitol last eveniug, Presi­ 
dent Crank in the chair. 
Mr. W. II. Mills, the editorial manager of the 
R ecord Union, was called by the Chairman of the 
committee and requested to make a statem ent o* 
the information upon which the charges against 
Controller Kenfield w ere based. 
Mr. Mills said th at the charges were based upon 
inform ation ; th at he did not claim to have jiersonal 
kuow ledge as to the m anner in which the business 
of the Controller’s office was conducted ; th at during 
the late Presidential campaign the Hon.T. J.C lunle, 
in a speech delivered in the city of Sacramento, 
charged th at there were four Republican State offi­ 
cers who had placed their wives upon the pay-roll 
as clerks 
in 
tl*eir 
offices, 
and 
that 
the 
said 
wives 
performed 
no 
services 
as 
an 
equivalent for th e salaries 
paid 
them . 
Mr. 
Mills said that 
he 
believed the statem ent uf 
Mr. Clunie had been made w ith a view to its polit­ 
ical effect; th at he was not aware at the time the re­ 
port of Mr. Clunie’s speech was made th at the wives 
of any State officers were employed by their hus­ 
bands. 
He therefore detailed a reporter, with in­ 
struction i to ascertain the facts, intending upon a 
proper showing to expose the m isstatem ents of Mr. 
Clunie in defense of the gentlem en charged, and in 
defense of the Republican party ; th at the reporter, 
after an exam ination and inquiry into the tact* of 
the case, reported th it there were three wives 
*»f State officers employed by their husbands, 
to w it: the Surveyor-General, the Superintendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction and the Controller of 
State"; th at as to the form er two, they occu­ 
pied desks in the offices of their husbands, 
and to all appearances perform the duties devolving 
upon a clerk, discharging their duties as any clerk 
employed in a Stele office m ight he supposed to do ; 
th at as to Mrs. Kenfield ho could not ascertain that 
any clerical duties were discharged by her as equiva­ 
lent services for the salary paid her 
Mr. Mills fur­ 
th er sta* ed th a t he had personally m ade inquiry; 
th at Mr. Kenfield's replj to the reporter, when 
asked w hether his wife was employed by him , was 
evasive, unsatisfactory, and am ounted to a declara­ 
tion th at the clerks ‘employed by him discharged 
the duties required by him, and th at it was not the 
business of any one w hether those clerks performed 
anv se-vices, so long as th e services rendered were 
satisfactory to the Controller. 
Mr. Mills stated that 
his information was {>t two clas?c’, viz: direct and 
in d irect; th at he bad conversed with *he Governor, 
the Attorney-General, 
Deputy Attoroey-Geueral 
and other State officers: th at the impression 
obtained from th« information 
received from 
them was th at Mrs. Kenfield did not jierform 
an equivalent in » rvicts for «he salary paid her ; 
that he had taken other testimony iu regard to the 
m atter, ami th at thi names of persons furnishing 
information on the subject have been imparto » to 
the Chairman of the committee, and a full statem ent 
made to him as to the sources of his inform ation; 
that the sources included the State officers named, 
clerks in the Stata offices, an*l indirectly through a 
deput)- in the office of the State Controller. 
Mr. Mills took occasion to contradict th e state 
m ent published by a San Francisco ne\vspaj*er—that 
the publication was in. p.red bv an unfnencly feel­ 
ing existing between himself and the lion. M. D. 
Boruck ; th at the relations between himself and Mr 
Boruck were amicable ; th at long prior to the pub- 
licat oil he bad m et Mr Boruck in San Francisco, 
end had informed him that Mr. Kenfield was draw­ 
ing a salary in the name of his wife, and th at so far 
as any information on the subject could be obtained, 
th at the salary was being drawn w ithout an 
equivalent being rendered in services to the State. 
He had w ithheld the publication of the m atter until 
Mr Boruck would be able to correct wr at he con 
ceivcd to be a grievous wrong. 
Mr. Boruck informed 
Mr. 
Mills th at he would 
use every endeavor 
to correct 
the m atter. 
Mr. Boruck came to 
Sacramento 
the 
next 
day, and subsequently 
reported to Mr. Mills that he could do nothing about 
it ; th at Mr. Boruck had himse f strongly disap­ 
proved of th e action of the Controller in placing the 
name of his wife ur>on the pay-roll. 
Mr. Mills 
stated th at he didn’t regard Mr. Boruck as being 
implicated in the m atter in the remotest degree, or 
responsible for it in any way. 
He further said that 
the publication was not prom pted by any feeling of 
malice toward Mr. Kenfield ; th at he was not per­ 
sonally acquainted with th at gentleman ; had never 
spoken to nim in his life; that the investigation was 
entered upon in its inception with a view of defend­ 
ing the State officers from the aspersions made 
upon them by a Democratic orator : th at he believed 
the 
public 
had 
a 
right 
to 
know 
how 
the public business was transacted, and th a t the 
publication and ch >rge had been made from what 
he conceived to be in the line of the discharge of 
his duty as a public journalist ; th at believing it to 
be true”at the tim e it was made, and still believing 
it to be true, he hau no apology to make to any one 
for its publication and had made none. 
Mr. Mills asked the Chairman of the committee 
as to what his position before the committee was. 
The Chairman said th at he did not regard him as 
being before the committee in the light of a prose­ 
cutor, but th at he had been called for the purpose 
cf affording the committee informa* ion as to the 
basis of the charge. 
The Hon. E. E. Leake of Solano ask d permission 
to m ake a statem ent, which was granted. He stated 
th at the information had been conveyed to him, 
and th at the resolution of inquiry introduced by 
him was not inspired by the m anager of the Becokd- 
U.nion. 
ire wished to state th at he had at no time 
had any conversation with anyone connected with 
the

requested or prom pted by auy one connected with 
the R ecord Union establishm ent to introduce the 
resolution; th at he had introduced it at his own 
suggestion, aud after conference with one or two of 
his fellow members of the Assem bly; th at he he 
had given the Republican members forty-eight hours 
to introduce the resolution of investigation ; that 
had not intended to m ake political capital hy its in­ 
troduction, but that he believed the charges were 
worthy of investigation to the end that, if they were 
true, the public service could be protected from 
wrong, while if they were false, Mr. Kenfield would 
be exonerated for the blame which the charges a t­ 
tached to him. 
Mr. Kenfield being called upon to make a state­ 
m ent, asked th at the resolution under which the 
committee was acting and the editorial in the 
Record-Union should be read. 
His request was 
complied with. 
At the conclusion of the reading 
Mr. Kenfield asked liberty to appear in his own be­ 
half, which was granted. 
Mr Kenfield then read 
from the statutes a st item ent to the effect that the 
Controller was allowed the appointm ent of a deputy, 
a bookkeeper and three clerks ; th at the m anner in 
which these clerks discharged their duties was a 
m atter wholly in the discretion of the C ontroller; 
th at if these three clerks performed their duties sat­ 
isfactorily to the Controller he had a right to em­ 
ploy the appropriation made by the ¡State of 81,600 a 
year for each of the clerks in paym ent of their serv­ 
ices. 
Mr. Mills—Docs Mrs. Kenfield discharge the duties 
you would require of auy other clerk drawing a 
salary in your office ? 
To this Mr. Kenfield replied th at Mrs. Kenfield 
discharged such duties as a w e required of her by 
the Controller ; th at he himself frequently, to save 
her, had performed the work that would have falleu 
to her. 
Mr. Mills—Is it your reply to the charges made, 
th at the salary drawn by Mrs. Kenfield is in compen­ 
sation of over-work which you do as Controller of 
State t 
To this Mr. Kenfield replied : “ No, I do not pre­ 
sent that as an answer to the charges. I do not draw 
the salary th at is paid to Mrs. Kenfield. 
She draws 
the salary in her own nam , and owns and controls 
the proceeds of that salary.” 
Mr. Kenfit Ul then requested the readi: g 
ef 
the entire editorial of the R ecord Union concerning 
the bill which proposes to enable him to sue the 
State for the salary claimed to be due him for the 
rem tinder of the term of J. W. Mandeville, served 
out by W. B. C. Brown. The editorial was read. 
Mr. Kenfield pointed out to the committee an inac­ 
curacy wherein it was stated th at the bill was to 
enable him to sue for the salary during the terra of 
office of Mr. Mandeville prior to th at gentlem an’s 
death. 
Mr. Mills was perm itted by the committee to ex­ 
plain the error. 
Mr. Kenfield further stated th at during the term 
of office of W. B. C. Brown, th a t gentleman had 
employed four clerk*, while he (Kenfield) had dis 
charged the duties of the office with three. 
It was 
stated before the committee th at Mr. Brown claimed 
to have discharged the clerical work of the office 
with one clerk less than the num ber allowed him by 
law. 
A member of the committee objected to any in­ 
quiry relating to Mr. Brown’s adm inistration. 
Mr. Mathews of Tehama inquired if Mrs Ken- 
fi M discharged the duties of Her position in the 
office of the Controller. 
Mr. Koufield replied th at the performed the work 
done by her in her room, but th at sometimes she did 
work ¡n the office out of office Lours. 
Mr. Mathews inquired as to the nature of the work 
performe i by her. 
The reply was that it was such work as was as­ 
signed her Dy the ControlU r. 
Mr. Mills stated th at the charges were two. First, 
that Mis. Kenfield was paid a salary, and second, 
th at she did not render an equivalent in services to 
the State for the salary paid her. 
Mr. Kenfield called for the reading of the state­ 
m ent in the editorial. The editorial was rea J, and 
attention was called to the words “ she had per­ 
formed no services whatev. r.” 
Mr.* Mathews asked if Mr. Kenfield intended to 
stand upon a technicality, and insist upou the arbi­ 
trary meaning of the words “ no services whatever.” 
Mr. Kenfield replied th at be himself was the most 
conijKitent witness as to w hether any clerk in his 
office discharged the duties required by the position 
held by him or her in the office. 
The committee de< ided to call the witnesses re­ 
ferred to by Mr. Mills, and in pursuance of that 
determ ination will examine the deputies and clerks 
in the Controller’s office for the purpose of eliciting 
further information us to the m atters in issue. The 
committee adjourned to meet at 3 o’clock to day.
